MISQUOTATIONS OF SCRIPTURE, 
Some persons, and among them the celebrated 


quotations from the Bible; but we venture to differ 
from them on this subject. While we readily admit 
that it is wrong for persons to use the Scriptures light- 
ly; or to apply them to trifling subjects, we think 
there is nothing objectionable in their use by serious 
and thoughtful Christians when giving reasons for 
their conduct or principles, or when seeking to warn 
or encourage others; that in the exercise of prayer 
to God the words of Scripture are often very appro- 
priate; and in the discussion of Christian doctrines, 
duties, or privileges, whether from the pulpit or the 
press, apt quotations from the word of God are abso- 
lutely necessary. But we think that care should al- 
ways be taken to quote correctly ; and yet, wheth- 
er we listen to conversation, attend prayer or confer- 
ence meetings, or listen to the preaching of the gos- 
pel, we frequently hear the Bible misquoted. We 
'do not now refer to those garbled extracts from 
it, which are sometimes used to establish peculiar 
views, but to the use of Scripture by honest Chris- 
tians, who suppose they are quoting it correctly. 
Sometimes the evil arises from using a quotation 
repeated by others, without personal verification ; at 
others, from defective memory, and in some cases 
_ from mere carelessness ; but in whatever way it oc- 
| curs, it is an evidence of bad taste,is an act of injus- 
, tice to the word of God, and has a tendency to con- 





firm infidels in their objections to the Bible, and er-. 


| rorists in their opposition to evangelical views.— 
Some may think us bypercritical in these remarks, 
but the importance of attention to the subject will be 
seen if we remember how often a single word added 
. to, left out, or altered ina sentence, altogether chang- 
es its meaning. We sball arrange the illustrations 
| we give in five classes, although it will be seen that 
some of them partake of the characteristics of more 
than one class. 
First. These misquotations sometimes consist in an 
alteration of the words, without altering the sense ; 
thus we recently heard Phil. 1: 27th, quoted as if it 
read, Let your walk and conversation be as becom- 
‘eth the gospel; and 2 Cor. 5: 17th, “ Old things 
are done away.” It may be said that in these cases 
no violence is done to the text, but while this is ad- 
‘mitted, we submit that whether quoting our fellow 
creatures, or the word of God, it is best to be accurate 
_ in our quotations. 
Secondly. In another class of misquotations, an 
| addition is made to qualify or paraphrase the text. 
| Sometimes this addition is simply a work of superero- 
gation, while at others the sense of the text is alter- 
ed

Psa. 84: 9th has the addition of “us in,” and is 
| quoted, * Look on ts, tn the face of thine anointed.” 
| This emendation probably arises from the very com- 
mon mistake, that because a designation has refer- 
| ence to a certain individual in one case,ora word 
bears a certain meaning; therefore in all other places 
where that designation or word is found, it must, of 


because the designation, “ anointed,” sometimes ap- 
plies to Jesus Christ; it is assumed that it applies to 
him here, and the interpolation is made accordingly. 

We often bear the expression in prayer, “ Our 
strength is perfect weakness.” Now without enter- 
ing into the illogical character of the statement, since 
weakness is an imperfection, and it soands strangely 


expression should know that as used by them it con- 
veys an altogether different idea to that found in 2 
Cor.12: 9. Itthere reads,“ My strength is made 
perfect in weakness.” We conceive the meaning to 
be, the weaker the individual in whose behalf God 
puts forth his power, the more his power is magni- 
fied in its exertion ; and it will be readily seen that 
while the text refers to the strength of God, it is 
quoted as if it had reference to the strength of man, 
and is joined to weakness as an attribute, while the 
text contrasts it with weakness. 

Rom. 8: 28th is often used as a prediction with the 
interpolation of“ shall,” while the apostle makes an 
assertion in the present tense,“ All things work to- 
gether for good to them that love God.” 

Few texts are more often quoted than Matthew 
18: 20th, “ Where two or three are gathered togeth- 
er in my name, there amI in the midst of them.” 
But some may be surprised to learn that the sentence 
which is frequently quoted in connection with it, 
“ and that to bless them,” is not only not found in the 
text, but introduces into it a new idea for which 
there is no authority ; as Christ is as much present 
to mark and record the trifling and unbelief of those 
who meet in his name, as to bless those who assemble 
with a right spirit. 

The writer once met with a minister who told him

may read while be is running; but the text reads, 
“ Write the vision, and make it plain upon tables, that 
he may run that readeth it;” so that the running is 
here spoken of as subsequent to, and in consequence 
of the reading. 

Hleb, 12: 29th,“ Our Ged is a consuming fire ;” is 
used by the apostle as an argument, why we should 
| use means to “ serve God acceptably with reverence 
and godly fear ;* but it is quoted, * God ont of Christ 
| «8 a consuming fire ;” to show the value of the atone- 
jment of Christ, and thus a sentiment is expressed 
which is altogether foreign to the passage. 

* A nation shall be born in a day,” is often quoted 
to show the future rapid progress of the gospel; but

| Fourthly. Texts are sometimes correctly quoted, 
but for want of examining the context, or of seizing 
the peculiar argument of the writer, they are wrong- 
ly applied. 
| Christians sometimes pray that “ the form of the 
fourth,” may be in their midst, evidently referring to 
Dan.

Mark 8: 34th, and its parellel passages are quoted 
as if they referred simply to the duty of Christians to 
speak or pray in meeting. and many who thus quote 
them seem to have no idea that there is any other 
way in which they have to obey the injunction of 
these texts. Now if it have reference to this subject 
at all, (although it is difficult to see how it can be a 
cross to the devoted Christian to pray to God and 

*speak to his brethren.) it shonld he remembered that 
there are many other ways in which the Christian 
has to take up his cross, and that aman may be very 
punctual in the fulfilment of his duties in meeting, 
and yet disobey the injunction of these texts. 

Fifthly. There is still another class of quotations, 
which while they are regarded as Scripture, are not 
to be found in the Bible. 

The late Rev. Robert Hall once arranged to preach 
from the sentence,“In the midst of life we are in 
death,” and afterwards found it was notin the Bible, 
but in the burial service of the Church of England. 

Cruelty to animals is sometimes rebuked by the 
repetition as of a quotation from Scripture: “ The 
| merciful man is merciful to his beast ;” but the near- 
est approximation to this in the Bible, is Proverbs 

12: 10th. “A righteous man regardeth the life of 
his beast.” 

We are sometimes told that “God tempers the 
wind to the shorn lamb ;” but this is a quotation from 
Sterne, and if it were ever derived from Scripture, it 

_was probably taken from Isa. 27: 8th. “ He stayeth 
| his rough wind, in the day of his east wind.” 

The unalterable condition of the dead is sometimes 

attempted to be proved by the supposed quotation 
from the Bible, “ as the tree falls, so it lies ;” but it is 
not found in that book. It is probably a corruption 
of Eccles. 11: 8d. “If the tree fall toward the south 
or toward the north, in the place where the tree fall- 
eth, there it thall lie.” 

We often hear the prayer that the Holy Spirit 
may “ go from heart to heart, as oil goeth from ves- 
sel to vessel.” Now there is not only no such pas- 

sage in the Bible, but it gives a very unworthy no- 
tion respecting the Holy Spirit, and would seem to 
| intimate that be can only bless one at a time. 
| Soalso those who present the petition for minis- 
ers, that they may have “ seals to their ministry, and 
souls for their hire ;” will look in vain if they expect 
to find it in the Bible. 

Many other illustrafions might be given, but these 
will be sufficient to point out the evil complained of; 
an evil which injures those who practice it, and 
which is calculated to give infidels and errorists a 
foundation for the opinion which they often express, 
that evangelical Christians are shallow and weak- 
minded ; and ignorant even of the contents of their 

Bible. Should this paper direct attention to this 
subject, and lead to greater care in the quotation of 
Seripture ; the writer will have pained his object, 
and he thinks that God will be thereby glorified.

FRENCH PULPIT IN THE LAST CENTURY. 

“THe Priest and the Huguenot,” recently publish- 
ed by Gould & Lincoln, is a book of wonderful fas- 
cination and power. The author is gifted with singular 
dramatic skill, and the leading characters in the reign 
of Louis Fifteenth appear in his pages with all the 
naturalness of real life. That age of perseeation and 
infidelity and licentiousness is reproduced, and the 
reader finds himself strangely at home with Louis 
and Richelieu, with Voltaire and D’Holbach, with 
Desmarets and Bridaine. We propose to transfer 
some of these life-ike sketches to our columns, and 
commence to-day with the rebearsal of a court ser- 
mon, by the Abbe de Narniers, a type of the profli- 
gate Catholic clergy of the age, who was appointed to 
preach before the King at High Mass—Bridaine, a 
Catholie priest of eminent piety, and Rabaut, the 
leader of the French Protestants, unknown to each 
other, were visiting Bossuet’s church at Meaux, and 
became involuntary auditors of the sermon. _

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NEBRASKA AND SLAVERY EXTENSION, 

THRE prospects are brightening for an irretrievable 
defeat of the Nebraska bill. It will convey a mem- 
orable rebuke to those Northern traitors to freedom, 
who have served as the self-elected champions of 
this scheme for slavery extension. The conscience 
of the North is fully roused, and has uttered its solemn 
remonstrance through the New England clergy ; and 
Mr. Douglas and his associates will learn in due time 
that the ribaldry of the Senate chamber has only 
strengthened the aversion to a bill, which requires for 
its support the disfranchisement of the clergy, and 
which crushes with an iron heel the moral sentiments 
of the North. 

No measure could have been devised more eflec- 
tive for uniting the North in resolute opposition to 
slavery, and for breaking up the old party lines which 
have hitherto preverted unity of action.

After the contribution, members were re- 
ceived, and cases of church discipline tried, until it 
oftentimes became very late. “If there was time” a 
psalm was sung.and the services were concluded with 
a prayer and blessing. The pravers were from fifty 
to one bundred minutes in length, and many of the 
sermons of the times make from a hundred to a 
huncred and fifty printed pages! If any one dis- 
turbed the services, he was made to stand two hours 
on a block four feet high, with the inscription, * A 
Wanton Gospeller.” 

After the contribution, in the second service, many 
of the proceedings of the sanctuary were exciting and 
amusing, and attracted the attention of the young 
folks. Oftentimes some offender was compelled to 
stand up and confess bis crime. In many instances 
these persons were dressed in fantastic style. After 
the benediction, the ministers passed out of the build- 
ing, bowing to people on both sides of the aisle, as 
they all sat in silence till the clergymen and their 
families had gone out. In the New England Colo- 
nies prayers were forbidden at weddings and funerals, 
but public notice was taken of such events on the tol- 
lowing Sunday. The wedding sermons were longer 
than the funeral, and the young bride selected the 
text, which was often quite felicitous. Many a wed- 
ding sermon has been preached from the text, “ Mary 
bath chosen that good part.” When Parson Smith's 
daughter Abby wanted to marry "Squire John Ad- 
ams, whom her father disiked, and would not ask 
howe to dinner, she chose for her text, “ John came 
neither eating bread nor drinking wine, and ye say 
he hath a devil.” This spirited damsel lived to be 
the wife of one Pregident of the United States, and 
the mother of another !— Boston 7 ranscript.

LIFE IN TEXAS, 

Tue following graphic description of domestic life 
in Texas, we take from a correspondence of the N. 
Y. Times. The question suggests itself to every 
freeman, Shall Kansas and Nebraska be filled with 
such citizens, and be cursed by such indolence and 
shiftlessness ? 

At Nacogdoches,an o!d town, with a population 
of 2,000, we inquired at five stores for flour, butter, 
and refined sugar, and were informed that there was 
none of eitber in the town. At Crockett, we in- 
quired at seven stores and twe hotels for fresh meat 
and butter. There was none of either in town.— 
* We have a good grazing country all about us,” one 
merchant said, “ but we never can get any butter ex- 
cept from New York; the farmers never make any- 
thing but cotton and corn.” We went toa baker’s for 
bread. Nothing but gingerbread and pound-cake! 
The only flour he had was very poor. At the stores 
we obtained New York crackers (biscuit) at twenty 
cents a pound, and poor raisins (the only fruit) at 
30 cents. Ont of these two towns, the only articles 
of food that we have been able to procure are corn 
and pork, and the game we bave ourselves shot. 
Corn has not been sold to us, in but one case, at leas 
than one dollar a bushel. Once we have paid a dol- 
lar and @ quarter, and many planters, and nearly all 
the country people who do not own negroes, refuse 
to sell itat any price—not having raised as much as 
wa! want for themeelves. . 

The corn is commonly mouldy, and half the bread 
we get has a mouldy taste. To make bread the corn 
is coarsely ground in mills, like coflee-mills—one of 
which is seed by every family. The mea! is 
then sometimes sifted, (oftener not.) formed into a 
cake, with water and salt only, and baked in a skill- 
et 


This corn bread, with pork “fry” and coffee, has 
been placed before us at every meal, breakiast, din- 
ner, and supper, at every house in which we have 
taken any food during the three weeks we have 
been in Texas. About half the time sweet potatoes 
have been added toit. Twice or thrice we have had 
eggs with the “ fry”—and these have been not only 
the invariable, but the only articlesof food that we 
have found in any house, with two exceptions, in 
Texas. Less than one-half the houses in or near 
which we bave spent the nights, have been provided 
with wells or custerns, and ali the water used in them 
is brought by negroes, generally from a creek or 
branch, but ollen trom a mere puddic, a distance, on 
an average,of a quarter ofa mile. When we no- 
tice the length of time these residences have been 
oceupied, and observe the value of the slave and 
landed property of their owners, the absence of so 
many conveniences of housekeeping, which we are 
wont to consider indispensable; the entire want of 
comfort, the apparent absence of all means aud ap- 
phances of happiness above the most simple, savage 
and animal, i» astonishing, and its universality only 
to be credited after ned experience. 

What is the reason of it? It seems to be occa- 
sioned by sheer indolence. “Have you no milk 7” 
“No.” “ But you have of cows?” * It's too 
much trouble to drive them up and milk them.” 
Again, we have milk, bat no butter—it'’s too much
